Parking on the LSUS campus is regu¬ 
lated by colored zones. Blue zones are 
for faculty and staff. White zones are fix 
students and reserved spots for the hand¬ 
icapped. but currently, no red zones exist 
for designated fire lanes. 

Recently, the District Supervisor of 
the State Fire Marshal’s office Troy 
Rogers visited the campus unannounced 
and subsequently voiced concerns that 
LSUS does not have fire lanes designed 
fix fire truck parking. 

In a interview Thursday with Larry 
Ferguson, vice chancellor of business 
affairs. Ferguson said, “We do have fire 
designated lanes, they just aren’t paint¬ 
ed. Campus security keeps cars out of 
the designated areas.” 

Having designated fire lanes is a reg¬ 
ulation stipulated by the NFPA 1, which 
is the national book of fire codes written 
by the National Fire Protection Associa¬ 
tion. 

Rogers’ visit was instigated by a call 
from Chief Ross Montelbano of the 
Shreveport Fire Prevention Bureau. 
CapL Terry Lewis, an inspector under 
Montalbano, reviewed building plans for 
the new Noel Memorial Library in order 
to issue an authorization permit 


plans there were no hard road surfaces 
within 100 feet of the administration 
building to allow fx easy access. 

A hard road surface must be able to 
support a 52,000 pound vehicle in all 
weather conditions. The surface can he 
made of shell, gravel, asphalt concrete 
or almost anything weather resistant. 
This hard road surface is a requirement 
by state law. 

Also, a new fire hydrant to be located 
near the new library was not in the 
plans. The State Fire Marshal’s office 
was asked to deal with these potential 


rization concerning state-run facilities. 

Burt Farrar, director of the LSUS 
physical plant said, “If there are prob¬ 
lems, we will address each one individu¬ 
ally." 

According to Rogers, some of these 
problems have already been addressed. 
In the current library plans a hard road 
surface has been added to comply with 
these regulations. 

In an official meeting with Farrar, 
Rogers again inspected master plans of 
the new libary. Farrar and Rogers dis¬ 
cussed construciton of a “U”-shaped cir¬ 


cular drive to be built near both the 
administration building and the new 
library to lead to and from Youree Drive. 
Also, a hydrant is to be placed near the 
new bailing. 

“As long as these plans are followed 
through, a lot of problems will be allevi¬ 
ated,” Montelbano said. 

However, the absence of fire lanes on 
campus is still a problem. Code 3-1.1.10 
of the NFPA1 states, “All premises that 
the Fire Department may be called upon 
to protea in case of fire and that are not 
readily accessible from public roads 
shall be provided with suitable gates, 
access roads and fire lanes so that one 
side of all buildings on the premises is 
accessible to fire apparatus. Fire lanes 
shall be provided for all buildings that 
are set back more than 150 feet from a 
public road or exceed 30 feet in height 
and are set back over 50 feet from a pub¬ 
lic road.” 

When asked about these designated 
lanes. Chancellor Darling said that these 
lanes need to be painted. 

Ferguson said, “I plan to take a prior¬ 
ity in this situation right away. I will 
meet with ihe campus security and pin¬ 
point every area needed to be designated 
as a fire lane. We will start painting them 
next week.”

Reilly speaks out for 
HELP amendment

State Rep. Sean Reilly (D- 
Baton Rouge) visited LSUS 
Tuesday. Oct. 8, during his 
statewide tour to promote Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment #4, 
which will go before voters in 
the Oct. 19 primary. 

The proposed amendment to 
the Louisiana Constitution will 
establish the Higher Education 
Louisiana Partnership (HELP) 
Fund, or a “special fund in the 
state treasury consisting of 
monies appropriated by the leg¬ 
islature, grants, gifts and dona¬ 
tions received by the state..., 
and other revenues as may be 


provided 
by law," 
according 
to Reil¬ 
ly’s Act 
No. 1069. 

Reilly, 
who is 
u n o p - 
posed in 
his bid

to District 68, hopes to fund 
this program with any undesig¬ 
nated surplus funds and from 
mineral settlement monies, but 
funding will not be available 
until the 1992-93 fiscal year.

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Almagest endorses 
Amendment No. 4 

Now is the time for all good men and women to come 
to the aid of their university. The time has come to 
speak up and pull down the lever that can and will make 
a difference in our university, as we know it. 

The voters of this area, and all over the state, will 
have a choice of whether to approve several proposed 
amendments to the Louisiana Constitution, but one in 
particular will affect LSUS directly. 

Amendment #4, or the Higher Education Louisiana 
Partnership (HELP) Fund, will be able to provide mone¬ 
tary supplements for universities statewide by 1993. In 
particular, LSUS will be able to benefit directly from 
this program that proposes that the state will nearly 
match on a one to 1 1/2 ratio any monies that universi¬ 
ties take in since July 1,1991. 

This proposal could translate $60,000 worth of dona¬ 
tions solicited independently by the University into 
$100,000 through the supplemental funds supplied by 
HELP. 

HELP is designed to be a supplemental fund. State 
funds already appropriated for higher education will not 
be affected in any way by this program. And it will not 
be funded by increased taxes. 

This amendment’s author, State Rep. Sean Reilly, said 
this program will be funded by undesignated surplus 
funds and mineral settlement monies. This is certainly a 
sweet deal. 

Think about it. Donations that our university can gain 
will be nearly matched. This concept has already 
worked with die Professorship Endowment Programs, 
which was HELP’S pilot program. The Professorship’s 
success prompted a step more expansive. 

Universities will be able to choose which area needs 
the most attention. Funds will be designated specifically 
for professorships, scholarships, research, construction, 
and more, but each university will decide how to dis¬ 
tribute the HELP funds. This leans in the university’s 
favor by allowing it to stay on course toward individual 
goals. 

In other words, LSU Medical Center in Shreveport 
may need more research equipment, whereas, LSUS 
may need updated computer labs or more scholarships 
for honor students. 

In addition, universities will not lose any funds 
already appropriated to higher education. And a balance 
system was written into the bill to keep larger universi¬ 
ties from taking more than their share. LSUS’ students, 
faculty, and staff have everything to gain from an 
amendment that will be able to provide our university 
with the money that it has so desperately needed to 
upgrade. So, vote “yes” to Amendment #4 Saturday, 
Oct. 19..

Writing center tutors

The Writing Center, former¬ 
ly called the “writing lab,” is 
designed to aid students with 
their writing assignments, but 
Dr. Larry Anderson, the coordi¬ 
nator of the center, said he 
wants the role of the center to 
be expanded 

“I don’t want the lab to be 
perceived as just for the English 
department,” he said, “but a 
campus-wide service." 

Although LSUS has tutoring 
labs on campus for other sub¬ 
jects such as math, foreign lan¬ 
guage and computers, a unique 
feature of the writing center is 
that students who tutor can earn 
credit. 

Students who have had 
English 103 and 113, and who 
have earned a 3.5 in those two 


classes combined, can earn one 
semester hour of credit for 
English 225. The credit can be 
used toward fulfilling elective 
requirements.This course can 
be repeated for a maximum of 
three credit hours. 

Before a student can tutor, 
he/she must undergo two or 
three training sessions. These 
sessions provide the future tutor 
with different tutoring scenar¬ 
ios, both appropriate and inap¬ 
propriate, to aid the tutor in 
understanding his/her role. 

In the tutoring process, 
Anderson said that the tutor 
works from his/her experiences, 
and explains that tutors are not 
teachers, rather, they are people 
who provide different insights 
based on their past experiences 
as writers. 

This is the second semester 
the center has been operating.

Located in BH 263, the 
center is open Monday and 
Wednesday from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m., Tuesday and Thursday 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., and 
Friday from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
Evening hours are available 
Monday and Tuesday from 5 to 
6:30 p.m.

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Top educator takes lessons to heart

“Never give up, there’s 
always hope. Don’t impose 
yourself with hopelessness.” It 
was this philosophy that pro¬ 
pelled Dr. Rosetta Reed to beat 
the odds and emerge as one of 
the country’s top educators. 
Her life could perhaps be 
described in terms of the typical 
American success story. 

But it could not have been 
possible without the attention of 
a concerned teacher. 

The second oldest of nine 
children, Reed graduated form 
Booker T. Washington High 
School with little hope of 
attending college. It was one 
special teacher who helped her 


find a way to turn those hopes 
into reality. “She gave me the 
guidelines as to what I should 
do,” says Reed. Reed followed 
her teacher’s advice and 
enrolled in Southern University 
in Baton Rouge while seeking 
student employment 

Reed met with the chairman 
of the department of education 
and began working the summer 
after she graduated from high 
school. She continued working 
through four years of college. 

“1 decided that education 
and teaching had done so much 
for me as a poor person from a 
home of uneducated people, 
that if I hadn’t had teachers 
who cared, 1 wouldn’t know 
where I’d be,” said Reed. 


4 And so I felt obligated to 
give something back," she slid. 
Reed has given so much indeed 
that her office walls are covered 
with many awards* among 
them: Who’s Who in Vocational 
Education, Leaders of Ameri¬ 
can Secondary Education, Delta 
Sigma Theta Outstanding Edu¬ 
cator Award and many others. 

It is evident in Reed’s voice 
the satisfaction she receives 
from being an educator. In fact, 
she speaks almost reverently 
about iL “The most rewarding 
thing about teaching is the look 
on the faces of youngsters who 
are successful and knowing that 
1 might have had a hand in their 
success. From an emotional 
and intrinsic point of view, I

Because of schedule con¬ 
flicts, Coach Leon Shaw has 
occasionally practiced his team 
at 6 a.m. to ready them for the 
season that starts Nov. 8 when 
the Pilots hit the road to play 
Northwestern Oklahoma Uni¬ 
versity.

Despite last year’s 4-25 
record, Shaw is optimistic for 
this season.

The Pilots are returning five 
players from last year’s team: 
Derrick Greene, Chan Hearron, 
Chris Lovell, Rick Lancaster 
and Mark McGary. In addition, 
Shaw has lined-up two Bossier 
Parish Community College 
transfers, Greg Watson and 
Arthur Hicks. 

Hicks, a 6-foot-3 junior, has 
proven to be a valuable asset, 
although he is currently nursing 
an injured ankle. Shaw, who 
coached Hicks at Woodlawn 
High School, said, “Arthur is 
only 6-3, but he plays like he’s 
6-7.” 

Roderick Parish of Wood- 


lawn, Jessie Jackson of Natchi¬ 
toches Central, Chad McDowell 
of Southwood, and Stacey 
Rogers of Huntington are sever¬ 
al of the freshman players. 

Parish and Jackson have 
added much needed height as 
both players are 6-foot-4. 
McDowell will be vital, as well. 
He played on the 1-4A District 
Champion Southwood High 
School team that twice compet¬ 
ed for the state high school 
championship. 

Aside from the height and 
talent added, the new players 
simply added numbers. “We’ll 
be a lot deeper on the bench 
this year. We may have 10 or 
12 guys that can come in and 
play,” Shaw said. 

In spite of the improved 
team roster, Shaw isn’t becom¬ 
ing overly confident The team 
has a tough schedule from 
November through February. 


The Pilots meet Louisiana Col¬ 
lege Nov. 12. This year, the 
opposing team, whose record 
was 22-7, returned 10 varsity 
letterman and four starters. 

According to Shaw, the first 
five games will be similar in 
that they will all be against 
NAIA scholarship schools. One 
of the toughest will be against 
Phillips University. During off¬ 
season, Phillips acquired a for¬ 
mer University of Hawaii play¬ 
er that earned Newcomer of the 
Year last year in the NCAA 
Division I Western Athletic 
Conference. 

Shaw said that he plans to 
make some changes in his strat- 
egy. “We’re going to play more 
of a passing game and we’ll try 
to run the ball more,” said 
Shaw. 

The first home game will be 
Nov. 15 when LSUS hosts 
Louisiana College.

provided that the amendment is 
approved 

HELP Funds will be desig¬ 
nated for endowed professor¬ 
ships. endowed undergraduate 
scholarships, library acquisi¬ 
tions, laboratory enhancement 
or research, construction or ren¬ 
ovations. 

Reilly said that each univer¬ 
sity will have the freedom to 
evaluate its needs for the funds. 
According to the amendment, 
existing appropriations from the 
state will not be replaced by this 
program. 

Reilly stressed “No taxes,” in 
his proposal of the HELP plan, 
saying that the program will be 
patterned after the existing Pro¬ 
fessorship Endowment Program, 
The professorship program is 
set up so that the state will 
match most of the revenue that 
is generated by individual uni¬ 


versities, both public and pri¬ 
vate, since July 1, 1991. 
Amendment #4 proposes a one 
toll/2 ratio for the matching of 
funds from the state to the uni¬ 
versity, respectively. 

Ground rules for this pro¬ 
gram, however, will create a 
balance between larger universi¬ 
ties and smaller ones. By using 
funds earned only since July, 
“basically prevents a larger 
school from scooping the lion’s 
share,” Reilly said. 

Chancellor John Darling was 
in favor of this, as LSUS is a 
smaller university and would be 
in competition with universities 
such as LSU in Baton Rouge, of 
even the independently run 
Tulane. 

Other panelists were Dr. Ike 
Muslow, acting dean of LSU 
Medical Center in Shreveport; 
Gerda Crawford, Centenary 
development office; and Dr. 
Ibry Theriot, from Southern 
University in Shreveport
